A critical gas shortage that de- 
veloped Wednesday and 
resulted 


In sharp curtailment of Industrial 
activities had eased slightly In Cor- 
sicana 
Thursday 
even as fresh 
snow and sleet peppered down on 
a wlnterbound community. 
All major industries in Corsicana 
were still looking at cold furnaces, 
but the smaller ones where allow- 
ed to continue using gas after a 
one-day shutdown. 
"Improved" 
R. S. Reading, manager of the 
Lone Star Gas Co., announced at 
noon Thursday that the "situation 
has Improved." 
He said that service has been re- 
stored to cleaning and 
pressing 
plants and a number of other small 
industries. 
The large ones, however, 
still 
were stymied by the overall shut- 
down of the Lone Star System' on 
commercial and industrial 
uses. 
These included the Oil City Iron 
Works, the Bethlehem Supply, Co., 
The Whiteselle Brick & Lumber 
Co., The Corsicana Laundry & 
Cleaning Co., Spurgeon's Laundry 
and Cleaners, The Corsicana Cot- 
ton Oil Mills, The Corsicana Com- 
press Co., and others.

President Seeks 
Extension Power 
To Control Grain 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29— </P>— 
Prcsldent Truman asked congress 
today to extend until Oct. 31 his 
power to control use of grain, say-

Beauford H. Jester returned 
here today from his two-day

spection trip to Texas' prison sys- 
tem apparently sold on recommen- 
dations for a completely revamped 
penal program that would require 
new laws and more money. 


The program 
which 
General 
Manager O. B. Ellis recommend- 
ed to bring the state's crttlclsm- 
straffcd prison set-up out of "anti- 
quity" Is one calling for physical 
Improvements, a stabilized finan- 
cial plan, and a merit system for 
promotion and demotion of pris- 
oners. 


Treks Through Mud 


As the governor treked through 


mud, 
rain and ice during the past 
two days for a first-hand view of 
nine of the state's thirteen prison 
units, he Indicated complete accord 
with Ellis' recommendations. 


The new manager 
apparently 
pulled no punches In 
describing 


certain 
equipment such as 
the 
prison 
foundary 
as 
"so much 


junk" and pointing to unsanitary 
conditions such as open commodes 
adjoining kitchens as being on his 
eradlction list, 


Ellis 
called for better housing 


and better salaries for employees, 
more fences both for security and 
to provide outdoor recreation for 
Inmates, more laundries and bath 
houses, better refrigeration facili- 
ties, and a diversified

3 Unions Block Labor Peace—Refuse Wage Boost 


Already Accepted by 1J Other Railroad Unions! 


The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers, Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men and Enginemen and the Switchmen's 
Union of North America, representing 
125,000 railroad employes, have refused 
to accept the offer of the Railroads of a 


. wage increase of 15>i cents an hour. 
This is the snma increase awarded 
1,000,000 non-operating employes by an 
arbitration board in September, 1947. 


This is the same increase accepted by 


175,000 conductors, trainmen and switch- 
men by agreement on November 14,1947. 


Agreements have been nrndo with 
1,175,000 employes, represented by nine- 
teen unions. But these- tliree unions, rep- 
resenting only 125,000 men, are trying to 
got more. They are demanding also many 
new working rules not embraced in the 
settlement with the conductors and train- 
men. 


incidontaljy, the Switchmen's Union of 


North America represents only about 7% 
01 all railroad switchmen, the other 93% 
being represented by the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen and covered by the 
settlement with that union. 


Strike Threat 


Tho lenders of these three unions spread a 
strike ballot while negotiations were still 
in progress. This is not a secret vote but ia 
taken by union leaders and votes are 
signed by the employes in the presence 
of union representatives. 


When direct negotiations failed, the 


leaders of these tliree unions refused to 
join the railroads in asking the National 
Mediation Board to attempt to settle the 
dispute, but the Board took jurisdiction 
at the request of the carriers and has been 
earnestly attempting since November 24, 
1947, to bring about a settlement. The 
Board on January 15, 1948,'announcedV 
its inability to reach a mediation settle- 
ment. Tha leaden of the union* rejected 
the request of tha Mediation Board to 
arbitrate. The railroad* «ccept«<i. 


What Now? 


The Unions having refused to arbitrate, 
tho Railway Labor Act provides for the 
appointment of a fact-finding board by 
the President. 


Tho railrouds feel it is due shippers, 


passengers, employes, stockholdera, and 
the general public to know that through- 
out these negotiations and in mediation, 
they nuvo not only exerted every effort to 
f . *'i " fair and reasonable settlement, 
but they 1mvo also met every requirement 
ot tho Railway Labor Act respecting the 
nc'gotuilion, mediation, and arbitration of 
labor disputes. 


II seems unthinkable that these three unions, 


representing less than 10 per cent of railroad 


employes, and those L.U«.,K ..,«, <,f(,,<ai v*iu, 
can successfully maintain tho threat of a par- 
alyzing strike against the interest of the en. 
tire country—and against 90 per cent of their 
fellow employes. 


The threat of a strike cannot Justify grant* 


Ing more favorable conditions to 125,000 em- 
ployes than have already been put In effect 
for 1,175,000, .nor will It alter the opposition 
of tho railroads to unwarranted wage In. 
creases or to change* in working rules which 
ore not justified. 


A glance at the box shows what employes 


represented by the Engineers and Firemen 
mukc. They are among the highest paid In 
tho ranks of labor in the United States, if not 
the highest.
